had rathcr havs fougbe with any Body than 
with his L....p, and did all they could 
to fave him, in meer Reverence to his 
fuperannuated Verfon, and his feeble grey- 
hair’d Capacities 5 but he was fo far cranf- 
ported with Indignation, that he flew at 
them wich incredible Fury.
